Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—[{Special.]—In 
his forthcoming interstate commerce mes- 
sage President Taft, among other things, 
will recommend an extension of the rate con- 
trol power of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

Herein lies one of the most important fea- 
tures of the whole railroad agitation. BHilimi- 
nate the discriminations and authorize the 
commission, whether upon the complaint of 
a shipper or upon its own initiative; to fix 
just and reasonable rates and a great step 
forward will be made in the solution of the 
stupendous railroad problem. 

The railroads profess to realige that they 
are entitled to no more than a fair compen- 
sation for the service they render. At the 
same time the old practice of making the 
rate ‘‘all the traffic will bear’’ is still in 
vogue. If compelled by the interstate com- 
merce commission to reduce a rate between 
two given points, they persist in maintaining 
a higher rate between the points along the 
game route which the commission’s order 
fails to cover. 


Roads Evade Commission’s Orders. 

There is an evasion of the commission's 
orders, a contesting of the principles which 
the commission lays down and which the 
court decisions sustain, and a studied ob- 
servance of the policy of getting all the reve- 
nue possible, partly for the benefit of stock- 
holders, but, as a rule, for the increase of 
the monopolistic grip of @ small band of 
magnates in control of the property. 

The railroads have a, dual entity. They 
are public service corporations by reason of 
their occupation under licenges granted by 
the states or the United States, because of 
the duties to the public which they aseume 
by their charter and because of the service 
they render to the public. They aré private 
corporations because their construction, 
equipment, and, in part, their operation, are 
provided for by money furnished by indi- 
viduals who are entitled to the profits, if there 
be any. 

At the same time, for more than 200 years, 
the principle of the common law that private 
property devoted to public use becomes sub- 
ject to public regulation hag ruled. Conse- 
quently, whether a railroad be viewed as a 
publie or a private corporation, the charges 
it makes for a service are subject to gov- 
ernment control. 


Many Elements in Problem, 

There are many elements which énter into 
the problem of ratemaking. Under the pol- 
icy which has prevailed in the United States 
a railroad has been allowed to make its rates 
and only in the last few years has the federal 
government exercised the right to determine 
whether or not such rates were just and rea- 
sonable. 

The guiding principle observed by the 
traffic managers has been and still is to make 
as high a charge, when beginning a service 
at least, as can be obtained and will be 
profitable. As one authority has put it,@hey 
have charged what the traffic can bear, but 
not what the traffic cannot bear. 

Early in the history of railroads it became 
apparent that if these agencies of commerce 
were to accomplish the greatest practicable 
good the charges for ‘the transportation 
of different articles of freight could not be 
apportioned among such articles by refer- 
ence to the cost of transporting them sev- 
erally. Such course necessarily would re- 
strict within narrow limits the commerce 
in articles whose bulk or weight was large 
as compared with their value. it did not 
seem unjust to apportion the whole cost of 
the service among all articles transported 
upon a basis that should consider the rela- 
tive value of the service more than the rela- 
tive cost of carriage. 


Hard to Establish Standard, 

The advantages of this method of appor- 
tionment lay in its development of commerce 
anc the extension of communication and the 
creation of a large business for the railroads 
without an injustice being worked to the 
Property owners because they, would have 
to pay in some proportion to the benefit re- 
ceived. 

Public interest is best served, of course 
when the rates are so apportioned as to en- 
courage the largest practicable exchange of 
products between the different sections of the 
country, and with foreign countries. 

From the beginning it has been recognized 
that the rates must be reasonable. It has 
been extremely difficult, however, to estab- 
lish a standard of reasonableness. Ina gen- 
eral way it may be stated that no rate is rea- 
sonable which is not based upon the cost and 
value of the service rendered. The cost of 
the service includes the expenditure a rail- 
road has made in completing and equipping 
its road, the cost of transporting freight, and 
the entire expenses of the road, including the 
interest and a fair return upon the amount 
of money invested. 


Value of Articles Factor. 

The value of the articles transported also 
must be a factor in the rate making. The 
cost of carrying articles of a low valué Mey 
be the same as the cost of transporting art- 
icles of a higher value, but necessarily the 
railroad must charge more for the latter then 
for the former if it is to obtain the fair com- 
pensation to which it ie entitled. To obtain 
business low rates are essential when there 
is competition, and te strike an average high

Officials at Washington Deny 
Statement of Dictator That 
Bluejackets Fought His 
Troops. 


Santos Zelaya, former dictator of Nicaragua, 
blames American marines for a good part of 


cent battles in Nicaragua. 
“Do you know that there were 400 Amer- 
icans fighting with the insurgents at the re- 


| cent battle of Rama?” he said today. “ Do 
of Colorado | 


you know that at the battle 
Junction on Nov. 1 the bodies of twenty 
American marines were picked up on the field 
by our forces—all dead, and all from the 
American gunboats anchored in the river to 
protect American interests?’ 

Almost in the same breath he admitted 
that the American officers were pot involved 
in the affair, and said tuey had explained to 
him that the marines, if any had fought with 
the Estredan forces, were deserters from the 
service of the United States. 


No Officials Meet Him. 

Zelaya arrived here today. No Mexican 
officials met him. He was, however, greeted 
by 200 Central Americans and Mexicans 
who welcomed the deposed executive with 
cries of ‘“‘ Long live Zelaya,” ‘ Long live 
Mexico,”’ and “ Down with the Yankees.” 

The principal part of his baggage consisted 
of two valises filled to their capacity with 
American gold and a third grip fairly burat- 
ing with paper currency. These had been 
closely guarded throughout the trip from 
Salina Crus. 

Despite the fact that he had resigned the 
presidency of Nicaragua, witnessed the elec- 
tion of his successor by congresa, and sought 
refuge on the Mexican vessel with the prom- 
ise that he would never return, Zelaya re- 
peated the assertion that he wae still the 
head of the Nicaraguan government. To 
avoid confusion he has adopted the title of 
“ Titular president.” 

“TI am the titular president of Nicaragua 
and still at the head of the government,” he 
sald: “I do not believe that Madriz will be 
successful as president as I do not consider 
him yersed in military affairg.”” 


Defies Action hy Knox. 

‘Mr. Knox is not my judge. I am anewer- 
able only to my government for. my actions.” 

In these words Zelaya replied to a question 
tonight as to what attitude he would as- 
sume should Secretary Knox seek to extra- 
dite him from this country. Zelaya refused 
to discuse the probability of such a situa- 
tion, but strongly intimated that the secre- 
tary of state would not have the right to re- 
quest his presence in the United States. 

“I have no feeling against the American 
people at large, nor the government,” he said. 
** Secretary Knox has been misinformed and 
public opinion in the United States has been 
prepared against me, but the real facts must 
become known in time and it is to time I trust 
for my vindication. 

"My relations with the preceding Amer- 
ican government were exceedingly friendly. 
The situation contains many unfortunate 
conditions both for our own people in Central 
America and the Americans, Secfetary Root 
had the complete confidence of Central Amer- 
ica and his policies were drawing the people 
closer together, politically and commercial- 
ly. I am afraid that the attitude of Secretary 
Knox is undoing all that work throughout 
Latin-America.”’ 


Discusses Cannon and Groce. 

Zelaya claime he never signed an order for 
the execution of Cannon and Groce. He made 
the assertion tonight, but added that it was 
true, he refused to interfere with the carry- 
ing out of the sentence of the court martial. 
He sald: 

“These men were contracted for in Guate- 
mala to assist the revolutionists. “Canndn 
had only recently been set at liberty in Hon- 
duras upon bis promise made before the sec- 
retary of the American legation in Teguci- 
galpa and the American consul to leave Cen- 
tra] America forever, Both officials acted as 
his eponsors. The men were engaged at the 
time of their capture in charting the country 
and laying mines in the rivers for the de- 
struction of the troopships of the govern- 
ment. They also acted as spies. They were 
tried by court martial, according to law, and 
found guilty. I approved the findings abso- 
lutely In the interests of military discipline

Chicago pays, in round figures, $50,000 a 
year for street car fares of policemen who 
don’t wear uniforms. 

Fifty thousand dollars means 1,000,000 rides, 
and there are practical:y 1,200 " plain clothes 
men.” On the basis of 300 working days in 
@ year, each man gets about three rides a 
day at the expense of the city. 

When Chief Steward was asked about ine 
item yesterday he admitted that it was a good 
deal of a luxury for the city to induige in. 

“ But then the city gets 55 per cent back, 
go it isn’t so bad,” he said. 

Apparently that is the theory that the de- 
tectives—policemen always are detectives 
when they don't wear uniforms—have been 
working on. This 56 per cent fallacy may 
account for the fact that the policemen's 
tickets have been used so freely. When the 
chief's eyes were opened to the fact that in- 
stead of getting 2% cents back, as he and 
probably the detectives supposed, the city 
actually gets only 4% mills back out of every 
nickel, he announced that he would try to 
enforce economy. 


Provisions of the Ordinance, 

The ordinance covering the transportation 
of men on the force specifies: 

“Polfcemen and firemen, respectively, in 
full unfform, shall be permitted to ride on 
any street car without the payment of fare.” 

The question arises, Does a man in “ plain 
clothes ” wear “‘ full uniform ” when he pine 
his star to hie left suspender buckle? Chief 
Steward intimated that the $50,000 looked so 
good to him that he might take that matter 
up with the companies and Attorney Walter

Wage Demands in the East. 


In the east the employés are advancing their 
plans to demand wage increases. The Broth- 
erhood of Rallway Trafinmen and the Order 
of Railway Conductors will present their de- 
mands to thirty-iwe reilroads east of the 
Mississippi next Monday. On Jan. 20the gen- 
eral committees of the teainmen and con- 
ductors will endeavor by conferences with 
the officials of the roads to have the proposed 
wage increases granted and other grievances 
allayed. 

In a statement iseued last night representa- 
tives of the brotherhood and of the order say: 

“If a compromise is offered by any of the 
companies no settlement will be made unless 
authorized by the grand officers.”’ 

It is expected the railroads will reply with 
an offer to arbitrate. 

If the arbitrators should decide in favor of 
an increase in wages, the railroads would take 
the position they are entitled to an advance 
in freight rates sufficient to cover the addi- 
tional expenditure. Railroad officials assert 
that they are paying as high a rate of wages 
now as the profits will permit and that if in- 
creased cost of living warrants a raise in 
wages, it also warrants a boost of traffic 
rates. 

If railroads assume this position, it will 
complicate the issue further and bring Into 
conflict organizations of shippers and the 
interstate commerce commission. In a crisis,

Wayman Changes Plans and 
Withholds New Evidence 
for January Inquiry. 


The grand jury yesterday backed up State’s 
attorney Wayman and his investigation of 
city coal contracts by indicting two dealers. 
Then it passed on the further inquiry to the 
January grand jury. ‘ 

The two men indicted are James P. Con- 
nery, secretary and treasurer of the Chicago 
Fire Appliance company and secretary of the 
Miami Coal company, ahd Michael H, Rog- 
ers, president of the coal firm of M. H. Rog- 
ers & Co. 

Two chargés are made against each of the 
éefendants—one of obtaining money from the 
city under false pretenses and the other @ 
charge of larceny. The latter, however, is 
merely a “safety " count. Thetwo mén will 
be tried on the false pretense charge, and it 
was announced that BState’s Attorney Way- 
man personally would conduct the triais, 
which are to be called in the early spring. 

If either .of the men is convicted on the 
charge of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses a jail sentence of not more than one 
year and a fine of $2,000, or both, may be 
given them. On this count, also, if found 
guilty, the convicted must repay the amount 
of money involved in the indictment. <A 
prison sentence of from one to ten years is 
the penalty under the larceny count. 


Wayman Changes Plans. 

Some mystery was attached to the aciicn 
of the prosecutor in obtaining the indictment 
of only two dealers. KH is known that six 
other indictments had heen drawn’ by Ag- 
gistant State's Attorney Thomas Marshall. 
At the last minute the state’s attorney ‘a scid 
to have had a “ change of heart” and de- 
cided to hold the evidence for p-esentation 
to the January inquisitorial body. 

Beth Connery and Rogers »viden‘'y were 
prepared for the action of the grand jury, 
for they appeared at the Criminal court build- 
ing shortly after the indis:inents wete re- 
turned and gave bonds of $5,000 each. Daniel 
D. Healy signed Rogers’ bond and John J. 
Corbett and Harry Gibbons were the bonds- 
men for Connery. 

The matter of signing the bonds required 
but a few minutes, The defendants and their 
bondsmen, however, stood tm great fear of 
the photographers who were pr2sent to snap 
their pictures. Mr. Healy eluded the picture 
men by descending into the «engine room of 
the building and crawling to the’ stree 
through a coal hole. The others held Their 
hands over their faces and made a run for it. 


Connery Quiet; Rogers Laughs. 

Connery refused to make any statement re- 
garding his indictment and declared that he 
wouldn't say anything until he retained an 
attorney. His brother, John T. Connery, who 
accompanied him to Judge Kersten's court- 
room, also was loath to discuss the matter. 

‘My brother has been advised by fricnds 
not to talk,”’ said he, “‘ and I don't think it 
fair that he should be asked to defend hira- 
self at this time,”’ 

Rogers did not seem to be particularly de- 
pressed’ by the action of the gram pivry: 
After giving bond he went to his coal office 


and remained there until late tn'f he¢ening: fT 


He said he would retain an attorney today. 

* There's nothing to ft,”-said Ne, laughing 
as though the matter were a joke. ‘‘ Why, 
I've been in business fot yeare and this is 
the first time anybody has ever intimated I 
wasn't doing business onthe square. 

* No, I haven't employéd an attorney yet, 
but I expect to do so ina Tew days. There’s 
ho use hurrying things; for I'm not scared 
at all. 

“We had’ ordérs from the city for three 
inch Carterville and two inch Liinois cecal. 
We never, to my knowledge, delivered Illinois 
and charged for Carterville. The only ex- 
planation I can give, if Illinois coal was deliv- 
ered for Carterville, is that the orders must 
have become mixed.’’ 


Basis of the Indictments. 

That both dealers contracted to deliver @ 
certain grade of coal to the city and then de- 
livered cheaper screenings is the basis of the 
indictments. In Connery’s case the amount 
he is alleged to have obtained by false pre- 
tenses and larceny is $350, and in Rogers’ 
case $3,285.10 is the sum involved. 

Connery is charged simply with having 
contracted to furnish the H. N. May lighting 
plant at Fullerton avenue with Youghiogheny 
hut and screenings at $3.50 a ton and to 
have delivered to that station instead of the 
high grade coal a fuel known as Indiana 
screenings, which cost him, freight and all, 
not to exceed $1.500a ton. 

The charge against Rogers is that he fur- 
hished cheap Illinois screenings, which cost 
him less than $1.39 a ton, to the T'hirty-ninth 
street pumping station in the place of UCar- 
terville screenings at the contract price of 
$1.69. 


Next Jury to Hear Evidence. 

While only two dealers were indicted, it is 
deciared that documentary evidence against 
@ number of other coal men, who are said 
to have defrauded the city out of thousands 
of dollars, is in the possession of Mr. Way- 
man and will be submitted to the next grand 
jury. 

“There's a hot time coming, however,"’ 
deciared an assistant state’s attorney. * We 
have enough evidence now to convict at least 
six more men. ‘There’s a reason for holding 
the matter of indictments over until next 
month. Mr. Wayman has just begun and 
there will be a bunch of graft explosions 
around town before he is through.’’ 

For months the prosecutor and his assist- 
ants have been working on the city coal 
contract proposition and a great mass of evi- 
dence has found its, way to the Criminal 
Court building. Assistant State’s Attorney 
Nicholas Michels made ail of the outside 
investigation for Mr. Wayman and it was 
through his work that many impor :ant docu- 
ments were secured, . 


Reaches Sudden Decision. 

It was not until noon that the plan of con- 
tinuing the coal scandal investigation before 
the December grand jury was given up by 
the state’s attorney's office.

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PEDDLERS PROTEST NEW LAW 


Say Anti-Noise Statute, Effective 
Jan. 1, Would Ruin Them, 


WILL MEET TO LAY PLANS. 


Produce Merchants Said to Be Sup- 
porting Them. 


Four thousand leather lunged directors 
of the “yell trust,”” each of whom almost 
would give his right arm to see the mem- 
bers of the Day Sleepers’ association com- 
pelled to spend the remainder of their lives 
in a boiler factory, have planned @ mass- 
meeting to prote’t against the anti-noise 
ordinance recently passed by the city council. 

The new ordinance, which prohibits the 
erying of wares in the streets and alleys, 
will go into effect Jan. 1, and the peddlers 
say taht unless it is repealed they will be 
put out of business. lor this reason they 
have planned to let out a yell at their meet- 
ing, which is to be held Saturday night at 
Cohen’s hall, 1888 South Jefferson street, 
thet will make their previous,efforts seem 
feeble. 

Protest to Ignantz. 

Ignantz Rubiovitz, a Canal street: junk 
dealer who coaxes a living from the streets 
and alleys, principally the alleys, by gath- 
ering rags, Scrap iron, and old rubbers, al- 
most exploded’ when asked for an opinion 
of the ordinance. 

“tT haf mine horse, ain’t I?” he asked, 
spreading out his palms and casting a de- 
jected look at the dilapidated beast to which 
he referred. “I haf mine wagon, ain't I?

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CITY COAL PRICES ARE NORMAL 


Small Factories ‘Without Con- 
tracts Only Ones Hit. 


ROCKFORD IS ALARMED. 


Few Cars Arrive There, and Reserve 
Stock Is Decreasing. 


Although several wholesale coal dealers 
have had to pay fancy prices in order to sup- 
ply their customers with specia! kinds of fuel, 
the general public is paying the usual soft 
coal prices of $3.75 to $4.50, and, as the big 
operators and railroads report an easing of 
the situation, it appears as if danger of a 
shortage is past, unless another severe storm 
comes along. 

Owners of small factories and downtown 
buildings, who had neither sufficient sup- 
ply nor contracts, found increases of 88 1-3 
per cent in their rates when they demanded 
coal. This was all steam coal, however, and 
did nut affect the household trade, except in 
a few instances of dealers in outlying dis- 
tricts who took advantage of a reported strin- 
gency. 

Although Chicago was comparatively com- 
fortable, nearby towns became worried. 
Rockford reported that but a few cars of soft 
coal had arrived and the reserve stock was 
decreasing rapidly. 

Rockford Fears Shortage. 

Uniess a normal supply was in sight soon 
it was predicted that a number of furnityre 
factories shut down during the holidays 
could not resume, Bloomington defilers ad- 
vanced the price 50 cents @ ton, and also 
announced that, although more than 1,060 
tons were en route to Chicago, slow 
progress was being made on account of the 
low temperature affecting the locomotives. 

The Bickett Coal and Coke company, which 
had announced an advance Monday, decid- 
ed an increase was not warranted by the 

condition of the market. President 

C. A. Bickett stated his company had full 

of cars at ite mines, and that about 

900 carloads had been received. 

Men with Contracts Affected.

“Col.” Brown—as he is called around the 
city hall—said he sold wrought iron, wrought 
fron pipe, cast iron, malleable iron, burnt 
grate bars, sheet iron, galvanized iron, and 
anything else’ reported to him by the heads 
of the departments. Much of the material he 
sold came from the fire department in the 
way of scrap or condemned hose and old en- 
gines, and he used to sel) horses, but quit 
four or five years ago. 

By producing the record book kept by 
Brown, Attorney Fisher showed that the en- 
tries of the material to be sold were scattered 
in such as way that it took @ good deal of 
figuring to find out how much of the various 
kinds of junk the city had for sale during any 
particular period. 

‘Don’t you think it would be a good plan 
to follow the practice of entering these things 
regularly in the book?” asked Mr. Fisher. 

“Well, sir, I accept the amendment,” re- 
plied Brown. 


Held Out for Favored Buyer? 

“We find, for instance,’’ continued Mr. 
Fisher, ‘that in one period of two months, 
when the regular man did not get the con- 
tract, only 45 tons of material were sold. 
The next' two months’ contract went to the 
man who regularly got the business and sev- 
eral times that (mount went to him. That 
may be all right, it may just have happened,

His 
complaint naturally is limited in its scope. 
He merely wants corrected thet parti@ular 
rate jn which he is interested, But any one 
who is at all familiar with the general rate 
situation realizes that the question he raises 
is a broad one, The rate from Chicago to 
Harrisburg cannot be disturbed without tak- 
ing into consideration the grain rates from 
the Mi river to the Atlantic seaboard. 


Weakness of Hepburn Law. 

The complainant, however, cannot afford 
and ought not to be expected to stand sponsor 
for a proceeding which, if it leads to any 
useful result, involves an examination and 
reéxamination of the whole subject of grain 
rates. In such a case the commission ought 
to have authority, upon its own motion, to 
make all the railroads affected defendants 
to the proceedings, and, after a full hearing, 
make such an order covering the whole grain 
rate situation as it may deem advisable. 

It has frequently occurred that a railroad, 


compelled to reduce a rate between two dif- 


ferent points, charges a higher rate between 
one of those points and an intermediate point, 
or even increases the rate upon some other 
traffic so that, in the aggregate, it may suffer 
no loss. 

Consideration of these facts has caused 
President Taft to desire that the authority 
of the commission to institute proceedings 
upon its won motion shall be clearly estab- 
lished by the law. He also desires that the 
commission be given the authority to prevent 
rate advances until the justice and reason- 
ableness of these advances can be investi- 
gated and found proper. 


General Rate Advances Near. 

It is evident to any one that the conditions 
in this country are becoming such that a 
general advance in the rates must occur 
within the next few years. Employés are 
demanding higher wages, and the railroads 
want more revenues, not only to comply with 
these demands, but also to provide new ways, 
equipment, etc. 

If the legislation referred to be enacted, 
it is doubtful if the roade will jump their 
rates high. If the law would require notice 
of advances to be filed before the rates went 
into effect, and give the commission sixty 
days to hold hearings and determine whether 
such advances were just and reasonable, sta- 
bility im the rates would result. 

In a measure he introduced Senator Cum- 
mins of lowa, who generally is regarded aa 
@ radical, gave the rate making power inte 
the hands of the commission. .Between. his 
proposition and that which Mr. Taft will ad- 
vocate there does not seem to be much 
choice. Even if the commission were author- 
ized to make all the rates tomorrow, it would 
have to accept the present tariffs, ant base 
its increases or reductions thereon. This 
will be the effect of the Taft proposal. 


STORM STOPS WIRELESS TEST. 


Operators Overcome by Seasickness and 
U. 8. Cruisers Return to Hamp- 
ton RéAds. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—Seasickness 
of the operators postponed a test of a new 
wireless equipment on the scout cruisers 
Salem and Birmingham. 


The two ships returned to Hamptor reads - 


from a test at sea during which they were 
1,000 miles from each other and 1,000 miles 
from the high powered wireless station at 
Brant Rock, Mass. A fierce storm struck 
the ships, and not only were the conditions 
for wireless communication the most un- 
favorable, but the tempestous sea caused 
sickness in nearly all quarters.

BEER NEW PROSPERITY SIGN? 


Treasury Officials Say Increased Sales 
Is Sure Phdication—Prohibi- 
tion Hurts Revenues. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—That the beer 
brewers of the country are recovering from 
the slump in the consumption of that bever- 
age in the fiscal year ending June 30, 1909. is 
shown by the November treasury statement. 
During November the taxes on beer in- 
creased $606,947 over November, 1908. 

Internal revenue bureau officials say an 
increase in consumption of beer is an indica- 
tion of prosperity, as, being a poor man’s 
drink, its use accurately reflects the trend 
of industrial conditions. 

It also is shown that the retail liquor dea}- 
ers’ special tax for the first five months of 
the current fiscal year shows a decrease of 
$252,779, as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year, which the 
officials say is due to the wave of prohibition 
which has swept over various portions of the 
United States.

Difficulties eneountered by the interstate 
commerce commission in its work of admin- 

the law under conflicting decisions 
| of the federal courts as to the extent of its 
powers in the regulation of railroads were 
explained by Commissioner E. E. Clark be- 
fore 160 railroad officials at a dinner given.in 
his honor last evening by the Chicago Rail- 
way club. 

Mr. Clark said that the interstate com- 
merce act was intended to establish and 
maintain equality of service and treatment 
on the part of the carriers, not for the sole 
purpose of reducing rates, but he expressed 
the fear that the commission might be shorn 
of a large part of ite power by a ruling by 
the highest court that its findings should be 
subject to review as to facts as well as law. 


Should Pass Upon the Facts. 

He said the commission was not restive 
under court review or anxious to exercise in- 
creased powers, but that the authority to de- 
termine the relationship of rates as between 
two localities must either be left wholly to 
the railway officers or placed in the hands of 
the commission with complete power to pass 
upon facts. 

“If that power is vested in the commis- 
sion,’’ he declared, “ and on the facts it finds 
that a rate is unduly preferential in favor 
of one city and discriminates against another 
and a carrier serves both cities and those 
| localities are in the jurisdiction of two cir- 
écuit courts and those courts review the deci- 
sion of the commission on questions of fact 
and one court sustains and the other court 
reverses the commission how will the carriers 
obey the mandates of both courts? 


Circuit Courts Don’t Agree. 

“And how can the Supreme court decide 
between them except by trying the matter 
on the facts, which the Supreme court wil! 
not and ought not to do? 

“Tf that power is not vested in the com- 
mission, but still rests in the carriers, what 
recourse has the locality that is unjustly 
discriminated against, and where shall it 
turn for relief from such conditions? The 
Circuit courts of the United States do not 
agree on the power the act confers upon 
the commission. As to some matters we find 
ourselves in a sort of twilight zone.’’ 

Commissioner Clark advocated a valuation 
of railroad properties, but not for the pur- 
pose of basing rates thereon. In this he 
took issue with the theory presented by 
Judge Grosscup in which he proposed that 
rates be based on valuation. 

“This might be attractive,” the commis- 
sioner said, “if one company owned all the 
transportation lines, and if the officers or 
some regulating body could arrange a satis- 
factory schedule of rates. Railroad differ 
widely in conditions and value, yet they must 
all charge the same rates for the same 
service.”’ 

Would Accept Present Capitalization. 

“Tt would have a law which would require 
government approval of new or additional 
| capitalization,’’ he continued. “I would 
take over the financia! affairs of the rail- 
roads, but would be willing to accept the 
present capitalization for the reason that I 
am not sure that on the whole that capitalil- 
gation is in excess of a fair present valuation 
of all the properties, and for the further rea- 
son that in time those that are overcapital- 
ized will, because of improved conditions, 
become worth their capitalization.” 


Commerce Board Is Ignored. 

Lansing, Mich., Dec. 20. — (Special. ]—The 
Michigan railroad commijasion has taken ex- 
ception to the claim of the interstate com- 
merce commission that it has jurisdiction 
over demurrage. 

In drafting rules the railroad commission 

ignored the rulings of the interstate com- 
mission, and held that demurrage rates tn 
thie state must be filed and approved only 
by the Michigan commission. The latter 
holds that demurrage matters are purely lo- 
cal. , 
The railroad commission received letters 
from 500 shippers in the state asking that the 
resolutions adopted by the National Associa- 
tion. of Railroad Commissioners relative to 
uniform demurrage be ignored. Chairman C. 
L. Glasgow said: 

*T am inclined to think the rules adopted 
have paved the way for a long series of litiga- 
tions in the Supreme court of the United 
States, as the interstate commission is sure 
to take exception to the rulings.”

Changes Asked by Martin. 

Mr. Martin believes that the Wickersham 
pill is all right in its way, but that it doesn't 
go far enough.

Mr. Martin proposes that the corporations 
be allowed to take out a federa) license vol- 
untarily and that after a year any concern 
that falls to incorporate shall forfeit its right 
to do an in e business. He would have 
the law provide that the failure to incorporate 
would be prima facie evidence that the con- 
cern is doing business in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. If subsequently 
such a concern could satisfy the department 
of commerce and labor that it is not violat- 
ing the Sherman law it would be allowed to 
take out a federal license.

A “ protest convention " of manufacturing 
and commercial! interests of the United States, 
to be held at the Congress hotel beginning 
Jan. 14, will be the next definite move of the 
lilinois Manufacturers’ association in its 
campaign for repeal of the publicity provi- 
sion of the new federal corporation tax law. 
The move was decided upon yesterday at 
a meeting of the special committee which was 
appointed by the directors of the association. 
last Friday. 

The committee consists of La Verne W. 
Noyes, John EB. Wilder, H. C. Gardner, 
Charles Pietz, and John M. Glenn. 

The call for the convention, which is ex- 
pected to bring delegates from nearly 1,000 
business organizations representing miany 
millions of dollars, was sent out last night. 


Call for the Convention. 
The call is as follows: 


It is imperative, if corporations desire relief from 
the publicity required by paragraph six of the new 
federal corporation tax law, that a united effort 
be made at once to induce congress to repeal that 
provision of the statute. The publicity require- 
ment is discriminatory, is unfair, and, it is believed 
by many, was inserted for politica! reasons. It gives 
a business organized as a partnership an advan- 
tage over a business organized tm corporate form. 

In order to secured united action a conference 
has therefore been called under the auspices of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association at the Con- 
gress hotel, Chicago, Friday, Jan. 14, 1910, at 10 
a. m. Your organigation is earnestly requested 
to send one or more representatives, as suits your 
convenience. It is important that you act promptly 
and notify this office as soon as you can as to 
who will represent you, giving the address and the 
corporation with the name. 

You are also requested to ask your members to 
ascertain how the senators of their states and the 
representatives of their respective districts will 
vote on the question of the repeal of the publicity 
feature. Any information you may receive as to 
how any particular senator or representative will 
yote should be sent to this office promptly. 


Objections Are Set Forth.

Little or no help, those close to the admin- 
istration say, has come to the president from 
the many people who have joined In the con- 
troversy in the r6éle of critics and it Is said the 
president feels put out with the various 
bodies and conventions that have been free 
with praise and condemnation, but have of- 
fered no concrete suggestion looking to a 
solution of the _roblem. 


Best Disposal the Problem. 


The problem to be solved is how best te 
disposed of the public lands containing water 
power sites, coal, and phosphates. It is gen- 
erally admitted that the resources must be 
developed, that the coal and phosphates 
must be taken out by private capital, and yet 
there must at the same time be safeguards 
against monopoly. 

Senator Jones and Representative Hum- 
phrey, who will introduce in the senate and 
house the resolutions calling for a joint con- 
gressional committee to investigate the Bal- 
lHinger-Pinchot controversy, had a conference 
with the president today.

| CHICAGO DEATH RATE LOWER 
THAN AVERAGE FOR DECADE. 


Commissioner Evans Gives Five Cauces 
for City’s Good Health in His Annual 
Report. 


Chicago will close the year 1900 with a 
death rate of 14 for every 1,000 of its pop- 
ulation—the fourth lowest death rate In the 
city’s history, and 4 per cent lower than 
the average of the last ten years. It also is 
the lowest death rate of any city of more 
than 300,000 inhabitants, excepting Cleve- 
land. 

Dr. W. A. Evans, in his annual report of 
the department of health, submits this con- 
clusion and others, congratulating the city 
on the matter of its good health, and point- 
ing out five causes, summarized thus: 

A large percentage of Chicago’s citisens 
are young and healthy. : 

The great body of purifying water at the 
city’s front door. 

The purifying winds. 

Right living. 

“For the first three of these we have no 
right to plume ourselves,’"’ Dr. Evans ex- 
plains. “‘ While we have every right to be 
congratulated for our good luck, we have no 
right to claim superiority over our fellows 
for good living.’’ . 

After narrating the success In the matter 
of typhoid and contagious diseases. Dr. 
Evans says the city has made no ground in 
its fight to lower the death rate from the 
group of impure air diseases, such as con- 
sumption, pneumonia, influensa, and bron- 
chitis, 

A review of the work of sanitary inspection 
is set forth, and an attack is promised on 
restaurant kitchens in basements, as well as 
barber shops, laundries, and other under- 
ground places of employment.

in his successful quest of American dollars. 

I decided, after my interview with the 
Alispan, to rest content in this county with 
a visit to that Saxon village which has, in 
proportion to its population, the greatest 
American emigration. The village which is 
thus honored is Riomfalva, and, after hav- 
ing passed through two or three villages on 
the way which showed signs of poverty and 
decay, it is a treat to get here and see to 
what good uses American money has been 
put. 

Ride Among Cornfields. 

I left Ségesv&r, the county seat, early this 
morning, by rail, and came to Erzsébetvaéros. 
The ride is along the KUkiillé river valley, 
narrow but rich and thickly populated, with 
good houses, larger than usual, many of them 
new, with tiled roofs. The cornfields in the 
valley are still green. Erzsébetvéros is a 
typical little Saxon town without much color 
but with the ueual big church, wide streets, 
paved with good stone blocks and lined with 
fine chestnut trees. 

From Eras€betvaéroe I came here by car- 
riage, following the course of a little stream 
flowing through a side valley, in places har- 
row and never more than one-half mile in 
width. Just beyond the larger river valley 
the land is poor, worth, so my driver states, 
about $2anacre. On-the way I passed many 
Gaxons in little one horse wagons going to 
town with grain and vegetables; aleo wagons 
laden with firewood drawn by buffaloes. On 
the road also I saw the most primitive wagon 
3 have seen in Hungary, pulled by 4 little 
donkey and driven by a little, old, fat Saxon 
woman in a pancake shaped hat more than 
broad enough to cover her. 

Many of the houses in the valley show pov- 
erty. Scarcely any of them have chimpeys, 
emoke making its wey through the roof. 
Where there are chimneys they are made of 
plaited willow, coated with mud. The people 
about here are mostly Roumanians. I saw 
several women plowing with oxen. Beyond 
@ little village, with a big church, surrounded 
by a wall, the valley broadens again as we 
approach the large village of Berethalon, 
where I found an old church on a hill, sur- 
rounded by a high wall with watch towers. 
Many of the houses bear, on the gable end, 
the dates of their erection. I noticed one of 
1798. The town looks decrepit and ish teed 

of repair and paint. No American money is 
evident here. . 
Driver Five Yeags in America. 

Some miles beyond Berethalon the valley 
again broadens and the soil is of better qual- 
ity, and an atmosphere of prosperity is seen 
not found lowerdown. Now I discovered that 
my driver had spent five years in America, 
working in an iron mill in Connecticut. He 
ie a Magyer from one of the remote counties 
of Transylvania. He returned home ten 
years ago on the death of his parents, having 
saved considerable money in America, with 
which he paid his father’s debte. He never 
has been able to return, but often has wished 
that he could go back. He hava large family 
and is getting old and speaks as one resigned 
to his lot. He says that if he had the money 
he would gather up his family and start today 
for America. 

I passed a man driving a wagon with two 
horses and wearing a pair of braces. It 
seemed a certainty that he had been. in Amer- 
ica. I stopped to inquire and found that he 
bad worked in a steel mill in Alliance, O., 
had received good wages, liked his boss, has 
@ little farm here in the valley, and gets on 
wihout much difficulty. Otherwise, he says, 
he would again migrate. 

The approach to Riomfalva is marked by a 
broadening Of the valley, and a richer and a 
blacker soil, fine vineyards on the hills, beau- 
tiful fields of clover, fields of corn noW rus- 
set, and in the town rows of Lombardy pop- 
lars. The village itself looks neat and tidy, 
with several new houses, others Trecemly re- 
paired, and all fresh with whitewash and 
paim and many with tiled roofs. 


Notary Favors Emigration. 

I went at once to the notary, who has his 
office just at the foot of the wall surround- 
ing the old Lutheran church. The notary 
Was suspicious at first of the Fenulneness 
of my credentials and hesitated to talk, but 
once conyinced that I was not the repre- 
Sentative of some steamship company or 
Otherwise engaged in the nefarious practice 
of enticing Saxon or Roumanian emigrants 
to America, he talked freely and frankly. 
He admitted at once that, personally, he was 
in full sympathy with the movement toward 
America. In fact, he is the first officia! | 
have met in Hungary who did not admit in 
One way or another that he did everything in 
his power to stop American emigration. All 
he asks of those who apply for a Passport 
ig that they have complied with the Hun- 
garian law regarding their service in the 
honvéd. 

A large majority of those who i 
from Riomfalva go to the steel mili of Ohi, 
especially to Canton, Youngstown, and Al- 
liance. Twenty-four have left recently for 
America, whereas only nine went last year. 
There are, perhaps, a hundred in the village 
who want to go but are unable to comply 
with the recent Hungarian law requiring 
that they put up a large bond or cash sum 
Guaranteeing their return within a certain 
period to serve in the honvéd. It seems that 
the crops have not been particularly good in 
the valley this year, and word has come in 
that good times again prevail across the 
sea. If it were not for the new law many 
would leave at once. 

Only last week a girl who had been in 
America applied for a passport for herself 
and her 16 year old brother, and, because 
She could not comply with the law. she ran 
away with him, and is now, presumably, 
Well out of Hungary. 


Roumanians Hurry Home, _

New York Paper in Hotel. 


In the front room of the Httle inn here I 
found six tables with red covers, a grand 
piano, a little writing desk with a well 
thumbed copy of the New York Staats Zei- 
tung of Sept. 1, and a sailing list of the Red 
Star line. The latter I promptly advised the 
little cheery faced old Saxon landlady to 
burn or put out of sight, for reasons which 
I shal] tell you soon. The little lady’s daugh- 
ter is a cook In the house of a New York mil- 
lionaire. One of her sons is a New York 
chauffeur, another is a waiter in a New York 
hotel, and four other sons own land here in 
the valley. 

I asked her why she did not go to America. 
She said she did not haveto. She likes Riom- 
falva and has plenty of money. She covered 
our table with a white homespun linen cloth 
and gave us a dinner which in excellence was 
worthy of a city bkdtel. 

While at the table a man came in and told 
me that he had been in America twice and in 
all had spent fourteen years there. He said 
he Mked America much, and when I asked 
him why he had not gone back he replied, 
“This is my native country.”’ 

The most interesting man I have met here 
is a big, muscular, strong faced Saxon, with 
keen, intelligent eyes and a command of 
English that carries him through a long con- 
versation. He wore the clothes of an Ameri- 
can laborer, with corduroy vest, and showed 
me with pride a fine corduroy su which he 
had brought home from America, 


Boys Emigrate to Save Farm. 


It seems that his father was a wel) to do 


Saxon peasant, the possessor of about 
twenty-five acres of land, all vineyard. 
Through bad management the old man got 
in debt and to save the farm the older of two 


boys went to America. Within a few months 
he wrote back that ¢he yourger brother aiso + 


should come, but his father protested. Again 
the brother wrote, thie time inclosing money 
for the passage, and said that by the com- 
bined efforts.of the two could they save their 
father’s farm. So, at the age of 17, he set 
out and epent seven years working in Uleve- 
land, Canton, and Youngstown. He re- 
turned to Riomfalva and paid off ine fath- 
er’s debt. 

Shértly after, his father died, and he want- 
ed to go back to rejoin his brother, w..o re- 
mained in America and works in a machine 
shop at Alliance. His mother pleaded with 
him not to leave her and so he married and 
looked after the vineyard, but inside of three 
years phylloxera had entirely ruined it and 
he found himself in debt and told his wife 
that he was going to America and that she 
could go with him or not, as she liked. Her 
parente did not wish her to go and he went 
alone, but within four months his wife had 
become nervous, so he returned to Hungary 
and at once, with his wife, left for America, 
where he again remained seven years. Dur- 
ing that time he got enough money to pay off 
his @ebts and build his house. 

Now his vineyard is in a flourishing con- 
dition and he declares that he is quite pros- 
perous, but the instant his prosperity fails he 
will take his wife and four children, two of 
them born in America, and leave Hungary 
for good. His wife, however, has never Been 
satisfied to live in Riomfalva since her Amer- 
ican experience, and for three weeks after 
her return cried every night. 


Curses American Machine Shops, 

The tale of some of his American experti- 
ences is interesting, but cannot be recounted 
in detail. In one machine shop or another he 
had four ribs and one leg broken and lost two 
fingers. He says he likes America, but “ in 
these machine shops life goes too quick. They 
do not care as much for a man’s life as they 
do for a piece of machinery.” 

His house is one of the best that. have 
seen among Hungarian peasants. In the 
large front room is a big, black walnut side~ 
board, several great clothespresses, an ex- 
pensive leather sofa, a good walnut table, 
and many chairs. Ort the wall are a number 
of photographs and other pictures which he 
brought from Ohio. One of his boys is in 
school in Brasso and is the owner of a bi- 
cycle. But with all his furniture and his 
fine big house and 40,000 crowns which he 
brought back with him on his second visit to 
America, I. found his wife in bare feet, 
preaking flax, getting ready for the long 
winter’e weaving. I asked him about the 
Roumanians. He frankly says that he foes 
not like them, that they live like swine, 
have entirely too many children, afd, In 
general, are mo good, but, he admitted, 
“ We have to like thém because we need them 
as laborers.” He spoke of them as “ paid 
enemieés.”’ 

I have Seen something of the Roumaeniane 
and have heard much about them, much of 
which is not greatly to their credit. I now 
propose to visit the two countries where 
Roumanians predominate and inquire iate 
their material and mental conditica.

Judge Hough in the United States Circuit 
court today denied his motion for a new trial, 
but Martin W. Littleton, Morse’s counsel, 
tomorrow will move in the Circuit court for a 
writ of error on Judge Hough's decision of 
today. 

If this one point is denied, Morse will begin 
the néw ‘year serving his sentence for yio- 
lation of the national banking law, the Su- 
preme court of the United States having 
previously refused. to interfere in the case. 

Littleton's recent application for a new 
trial. for Morse was made on the ground 
that the jury was improperly guarded and 
that some of the jurors drank to excess dur- 
ing the trial. With respect to this charge 
the court holds that the fact that the jury- 
men were in the custody of secret service 
men instead of regular deputy marshals was 
well known to both counse! and jurors when 
the trial began. 


Judge Defeats All Points. 

“So far as the record or these affidavits 
show,” says Judge Hough's memorandum, 
“there was nothing concealed or furtive 
about the appointment of these men, and 
it has not been urged that merely because 
they were not regularly on the marshal’s 
staff they were inéligible for selection.” 

As to the drinking charges Judge Hough 


ys: 

* Legislation must advance a good deal 
before a prisoner may claim to be entitled 
to a jury of teetotalers, in New York at all 
events.”’ 

Judge Hough points out that it was by 
direction of the court that the jurors be 
permitted to lead their ‘ usual lives,’ and 
that the affidavits submitted by Morse’s 
counsel showed merely that during the entire 
trial only twenty bottles of liquor and some 
individual drinks had been consumed by the 
jury. “ And it is not pretended that any one 
was at all intoxicated,’’ adds the court. All 
parties agreed, the memorandum continues, 
taht no liquor was served to the jurors after 
the case had been given to them. 


Not Influenced by Newspapers. 

“The same juror who has deposed for the 
defendant as to the drinking habits of the 
jury,”’ says the court, “is by the defendant 
alleged to have been himself so sodden with 
drink as to be incapable of ‘ clear, cool, and 
undisturbed judgment.’ ”’ 

As to the charges that the jurors were 
permitteg to read newspapers with “ hos- 
tile’ accounts of the trial, Judge Hough 
said:

ANALYZES TRADE 
CRISIS OVER PULP 
Will Payne Points to Lumber 


and Print Paper as Can- 
ada Tariff Issues. 


SHOWS WE NEED WOOD.' 


Says America Must Go to Domin- 
ion for Its Supply of Raw 
Material.< 


The dispatch to THp TRIBUNE published 
yesterday from THe TRIBUNE bureau at 
Ottawa, Ont., brought the definite news that 
tariff discriminations against the United 
States by the Canadian government will be- 
come effective immediately upon the an- 
mouncement that the Canadian-French trade 
treaty has been ratified, with further danger 
that increased discriminations depend upon 
the decision of President Taft as tothe treat- 
ment to be given Canada under the Payne 
tariff law. 

That this crisis has to do especially with the 
lumber and print paper trade, and that the 
relations between the United States and the 
dominion over these tariff schedules are of 
extra importance is admitted by the tariff 
experts. , 


Payne Analyzes Situation. 

In an article by Will Payne, published tn 
the Saturday Evening Post, the present situa- 
tion is set forth succinctly. 

“On lumber, it will be recalled,” says Mr. 
Payne, “ the Dingley rate was $2 a thousand 
feet. The house cut this to $1. The senate 
finance committee put it at $1.50, and the con- 
ference committee, after President Taft had 
interceded, fixed it at $1.25—e net reduction of 
75 cents and quite a victory for the con- 
gumer, 

“Canada, of course, is the only place from 
which we could expect to import much lum- 
ber. Consulting the trade reports I find that 
immediately upon the passage of the new 
tariff bill there was quite a spurt in offer- 
ings of Canadian lumber. 

“But it was shdért lived, because both 
Canadian sellers and American buyers began 
to suspect that the maximum tariff might 
be applied to all imports from Canada after 
March 31 next, resulting in duties much 
higher than those levied by the Dingley law. 
* Until that point is settled next Aprif,’ says 
the trade journal, ‘the disposition on both 
gides will be to go slow.’ "’ 


Shows How Tariff Was “Revised.” 

Mr. Payne then proceeds to show how.the 
tariff was ‘‘ revised.” 

“ Two or three years ago,” he says, “ the 
mewspapers of this country began complain- 
ing loudly that the paper trust was charging 
them unreasonably high prices for print 
paper. 

‘Newspapers, especially when pretty gen- 
erally united, as they were in this case, form 
a body of consumers »whose protests are 
bound to receive some attention. 

“Indeed, President Roosevelt recommend- 
ed that the duty on wood pulp, from which 
print paper is made, be reduced without wait- 
ing for a general tariff revision. Congress 
Was not willing to go that far, but the house 
appointed a committee, of which Congress- 
man Mann of Illinois was chairman, to in- 
vestigate the subect. The committee spent 
eight months in investigation and reported. 


Wood Pulp Supply Limited. 

“The available supply in the Unite@States 
of spruce wood, from which wood pulp is 
Made, is limited. But Canada has a‘@reat 
supply. ‘The print paper industry of the 
United States cannot continue without ob- 
taining spruce pulp wood from Caneda,” said 
Congressman Mann. ‘ There ts not sufficient 
pulp wood in our forests, and it cannot be ob- 
tained anywhere except in Canada.’ 

‘**The spruce wood in Canada is mostly on 
public lands, owned by the provinees of On- 
tario and Quebec. . Both these provinces 
place restrictions in the exportation of pulp 
wood. They don’t care to hand their raw ma- 
terial over to the United States’to be manu- 
factured here, while our high duties on paper 
shut them out of our market for the manu- 
factured article. 

‘They have protective ideas of their own, 
and as they contro) the raw material which 
ultimately we must have, they think they are 
in a position to force a fair trade. 


Proposals to Canada. 

‘*Congressman Mann's committee thought 
so to. The Dingley rate on print paper was 
$6 a ton—practically prohibitive. The com- 
mittee proposed to reduce this to $2 a ton on 
Canadian paper provided Canada would re- 
move the restrictions cn the exportation of 
pulp wood. 

“The house’s proposal to Canada was: 
‘Let's trade. Give us free pulp wood and we 
will give you materially lower duties on print 
paper. 

“The senate’s proposal to Canada Is: * Let’s 
trade. Give us free pulp wood or wel’ll give 
es a good kick.’ 

This is not the whole of the proposal, 
however. The new law provides for a maxi- 
mum and a minimum tariff. It seys that 
after March 31 next there shall be collected 
the rates of duty prescribed in the act and 
in addition thereto 25 per cent ad valorem. 

“But whenever the president shall find 
and declare, in respect of any foreign coun- 
try that 
States in its tariffs as well as ft treats any 
nation and ‘imposes no export duty or pro- 
hibition upon the exportation of any article 
to the United States which unduly discrim- 
inate against the United States’ then, as to 
that country, the 25 per cent penalty shall be 
removed and only the rates named in the act 
shall apply. 


Aimed Straight at Canada, 

“Now this ‘no export duty’ provision 
was put into the bill by the conference com- 
mittee. It seems to be aimed straight at 
Canada. 

“ That Canada will remoy¥ her restrictions 
on the exportation of pul} wood when we 
have so pointedly refused to give her a fair 
trade in the matter of lower paper duties 
Beems improbable. 

“ Unless, therefore, by March 81 President 
Taft finds that this clause does not apply 
to Canada’s restrictions upon pulp wood 
exports the maximum tariff will go into effect 
automatically and every Canadian article 
will be charged with a duty of 25 per cent 
ed valorem over and above the rate named 
in the bill.”

That rings-hollow. . The. paramount 
thought of many of the men who control 
large and smal Illinois corporations may 
be that the returns they are to make 
under the corporation tax law will be a 
source of information for state tax as- 
sessors, Those returns, which presum- 
ably would be honest, would give them 
more accurate information as to the con- 
dition of several corporations than they 
have been able to procure hitherto. There 
might be a substantial increase in the as- 
sessments of many corporations which 
would no longer be able to plead success- 
fully that they were poverty stricken. 

Congress will not change the require- 
ments of the law as to publicity. The 
corporations which belong to the Llinois 
Menufacturers’ association must file their 
schedules, They can either pay the tax 
under protest in the hope that the litiga- 
tion which will be initiated to test the 
constitutionality of the law may turn out 
as they would have it, or they can hire 
lawyers and go into the courts on their 
own account. 

There are lawyers willing to be em- 
ployed who are telling corporations that 
they can knock out the law if given @ 
chance. They tell their possible clients 
that it is unconstitgtional, because it is 
“class legislation,” discriminating be- 
tween corporations and copartnerships. 
They hide the fact that the corporation 
enjoys special privileges of value to it in 
the conduct of its business which the co- 
partnership does not possess. To escape 
the tax a corporation need only surrender 
its privileges. 

The lawyers are also prepared to argue 
that the federal government is infringing 
upon state rights by taxing corporations 
‘which are created by the states and do 
no interstate business. This contention 
will not‘count for much with those who re- 
member that the national inheritance tax 
levied in 1898 was upheld by the Supreme 
court, although the right to inherit prop- 
erty is conferred exclusively by state law. 
As the protests against the corporation 
tax. law come from corporations alone and 
not from the states which created them, 
it may be inferred that the states do not 
think their creative power is menaced. 

It is alleged also that while the tax is 
called an excise tax, it is not one, butisa 
direct tax and, therefore, unconstitutional. 
If the Supreme court can be convinced of

It 
would supplement the anti-poolroom legis- 
lation of. many states, and aid im the 
suppression of a pure and, unadulterated 
kind of gambling. The bill is one which 
nobody ‘in congress is likely to oppose se- 
riously, and should manage te slip 
through, 
. Representatiyé Scott has a more 4m- 
bitious bill aimed = at 
is. sometimes sheer gambling and 
sometimes legitimate speculation. He: 
‘would close the mails to what he calls 
stock gambling transactions; while all 
deals in futures in wheat, corn, or other 
grains, cotton, and provisions are to be 
classified as gambling transactions. It is 
said that this bill has been submitted to 
the president, who thought it would be 
effective. Perhaps there is a mistake here. 
The president cannot be unaware of the 
fact that the telegraph plays quite as 
important a part as the mail in these 
speculative or gambling dealings, and that 
the closing of the mails would be at the 
best only a half way measure. Nor is 
he ignorant of the fact that many deals 
in grain and other futures are pure busi- 
ness transactions which it would not be 
wise to interfere with. 

Congress has more important matters 
to attend to than the regulation of” board 
of trade and stock exchange transactions. 
It would. probably make a mess of the 
business—as the German government did 
—if it were to undertake it. The demand 
for this legislation originated years ago 
with the wheat and cotton raisers. ‘They 
argued that they did not get fair prices 
for their crops because of the malignant 
activity of the “bears.” They have no 
reason to complain of present prices. 


POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

One of the planks of the Republican na- 
tional platform of 1908 reads, “ We favor 
the establishment of a postal savings 
bank system for the conyenience-of the 
people and the encouragement of thrift.” 
Senator Bacon of Georgia said last sum- 
mer that “party platforms are written in 
the night and in a hurry and mean noth- 
ing.” , That may have been true of the 
Democratic platform of last year, which 
he probably had in mind. ‘The voters 
have not entirely lost faith in the hon- 
esty of party pledges. They belieyed 
when the Republican party said it would 
establish a postal savings bank system if 
kept in power that it would do so, and 
without unreasonable delay. 

This is the time to redeem the pledge. 
There is a Republican majority in house 
and senate. There may be none in the 
next house. If there were none, legisia- 
tion’ would be difficult, if not impossible. 
Furthermore, the last obstacle to the 
keeping of the party’s promise appears 
to have been removed. Washington dis- 
patches report that Senator Aldrich and 
Speaker Cannon have been persuaded by 
President Taft to waive their objections to 
postal savings bank legislation at this 
time. 

This is “important if true,” becauége at 
this moment the two distinguished men 
could, if they chose, prevent the carrying 
out of the pledge of the party. This is a 
contingency which the framers “of the 
plank and the men who were influenced 
by it to vote for Republican candidates 
did not have in mind. If the two, pasa- 
ing judgment on the pledges of the party, 
were to decide that legislation for postal 
savings banks was inexpedient, popular 
faith in the binding force of party plat- 
forms would be more severely shaken 
than it was by Senator Bacon's scoffing 
remark.

an independent state instead of as a mere vassal of the 
sublime porte. It serves to emphasize the number of 
European thrones that are oceupied by the house of 
Saxony, especially by the Coburg branch thereof. For 
the crowns of Great Britain, of Belgium, of Portugal, 
and now of Bulgaria, as well as that of the duchies of 
Saxe-Coburg Gotha, are all held by princes of the Co- 
burg line of the house of Saxony, a house which further 
furnishes occupants to the thrones of the kingdom of 
Saxony, of the grand duchy ef Saxe-Weimar, and to the 
duchies of Saxe-Meiningen and Saxe-Altenburg. 

There are other slight changes in the almanach 
Thus Emperor William, who has hitherto been described 
as being descended from the “ Uradel,” is now men- 
tionedeas tracing hig line back to @ petty sovereign 
house of Suabia, while the grand duke of Hesse, for the 
first time, establishes his descent from Count Gisel- 
bert, married to the daughter of Emperor Lothair LI, 
who himself was a grandson of Charlemagne.

Lord Methuen, untili now the generalissimo of the 
British military forces in South Africa, has just been 
appointed governor of Natal, a pest which carries with 
it a stately residence at Pietermaritsburg, along with a 
Salary of $25,000 a year and considerable allowances. 
It is, of course, subordinate to the newly created office 
of governor general of United South Africa, which em- 
braces the various self-govetning colonies in that part 
of the world, anf to which Herbert Gladstone, now sec- 
retary of state for the home department, has been ap- 
pointed, in succession to the former Unionist minister, 
the earl of Selborne. As governor general, Herbert 
Gladstone, who probably will receive A&A peerage before 
leaving for Africa, will enjoy emoluments to the extent 
of $50,000 a year, with allowances added thereto. 

Lord Methuen’s appointment to Natal med&ns a pro- 
lorigation of his. stay in South Africa, and this is not 
without interest to some Americans, since it will enable 
him to prolong for some years more the lease of Cor- 
sham court, his ancestral home in Wiltsbire, to Louis 
Bruguilere of New York. \ 

Corsham court, a grand old Elizabethan house, has 
been in the possession of the Methuen family ever since 


the reign of Queen Elizab@th. Standing on the site of } 


the palace of a Saxon king, from whose time the deep 
but farreaching cellars and vaults date, it comprises a 
hundred rooms, and contains a superb collection of 
paintings, especially old masters, formed by Paul 
Methuen, who was secretary of state to George I. and 
his ambassador to Madrid and to other foreigr courts, 
and by John Metheun, who, after being chancellor of 
Ireland, was ambassador to Portugal, where he framed 
that treaty for the mutual interchange of wines and 
wool manufactures which continues to this day to be 
the basis of Great Britain's trade with the kingdom of 
Dom Manuel.

It has been asserted that the Methuens were of Dutch 
origin, the idea being derived from John Methuen’'s in- 
timacy with Willlam III., who was a Dutchman. But 
this is not the case. They are reality of Mayyar 
origin, It seems that King Edgar heling, while trav- 
eling in Hungary, made the acquaintance there of a 
Hungarian noble, who accompanied him to England. 
There Edgar quarreled with Willlam the Congteror and 
retired to Scotland, together with his Magyar friend. 
The Scotch King .Malcolm welcomed them both, and 
granted to the Magyar the lands of Methuen, in Perth- 
shire, and his descendants adopted the territorta} desig- 
nation of the lands as their surname. Tihsay moved to 
England in Tudor times and settled at Corgham in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth. 

Lord Methuen is one of the most popular soldiers of 
the British army, although his name was associated 
with disaster after disaster in the Boer war. Indeed, 
it would be difficult to find a general more persistently 
dogged by misfortune throughout the entire South 
African campaign, from the time of ths battle of Co- 
lenso, when his Highland brigade was almost annithi- 
Rated and the guns lost, until shortly before the close 
of the war, when a body of troops under his commar4d 
was ambushed and routed, he himself being badly 
wounded and taken prigoner. He already had been 
wounded in the beginning of the war, bu: only slightly, 
and his subsequent hurt had the effect of Jaming him 
for life. 

In spite of his {ll<tuck, all his soldiers weve devoted 
to. Paul Methuen, @ fine type of the modest, chivalrous 
soldier. Superseded in his command on thé arrival in 
South Africa of Lord Roberts, and tho subsequent as- 
sumption of the direction of the campaign by Lord 
Kitchener, he asked permission only t> remain in the 
field until the end of the struggle, content to undertake 
any work assigned to him, regardless of his seniority 
in rank, A man of some fortune, @ peer of the realm, 
with a beautiful country seat in EB ud, and a charm- 
ing family, he plodded away in the fiel1, performing the 
most wearisome duties, undergoing a1] sorts of fatigues 


and hardships quietly and uncomplainingly, doing his 


best both for the country and for the men under his 
command. 
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That ts why, instead of being shelved along with the 
other unsuccessful commanders at the end of the war 
he was promoted to the dignity of a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Bath, the honor meeting with universal 
approval, and a few. fears afterwards received the com- 
mand in chief of the British forces in South Africa. ' 

Methuen wears on his breast, among other decora- 
tions, a medal he received for & singularly gallant act 
while military attaché to the British embassy at Ber- 
lin. One bitterly cold day, while walking in the Thier- 
garten, he suddenly came upon @ man who had broken 
through the thin tee coating of the canal and was 
drowning. :

This was the query put to the board of 
education at its meeting yesterday by Dr. 
James B. McFatrich, a trustee. The board 
at once ordered the collection of data for 
the purpose of redistricting the entire city. 

Dr. McFatrich saidjthe cost would be Hittle, 
while the buildings tlecessary to give full 
sessions to the pupils now limited te half 
days would cost $720,000. 


Board Orders Collection of Data. 

The part of the resolution giving instruc- 
tions for preparation for the work read: 

‘Be it Resolved, That the superintendent 
of schools shal! require the teachers of every 
school to prepare for their respective prin- 
cipais, on or before Jan. 5, 1910, a concise 
etatement giving the grade and exact loca- 
tion of the residence of the pupils by blocks 
and hand the same to the principals of the 
schools, who in turn shall prepare and de- 
liver to the superintendent of schools on 
or before Jan. 11 a map locating the chil- 
dren by blocks; and, be it further 

“ Resolved, That the business manager, 
under the direction of the superintend- 
ent of schools, shall prepare by our 
next meeting a complete map from the 
data thus obtained, that this board may be 
fully informed and thus be prepared to re- 
district the city, with a view to assigning 
students in such manner as to give the great- 
est possible number accommodation for a 
full school day.”’ 

Urion Thinks Well of Plan. 

It is the purpose of the board, if the scheme 
proves feasible on investigation, to redis- 
trict the schools before the opening of the 
second semester in February. It is believed 
that the classes In the various aechools can 
best be filled in with pupils of the same grade 
from other schools at the beginning of the 
semester. 

“It looks like a good scheme,” said Presi- 
dent A. R. Urion of the board, “ and if it is 
feund that it will aid the solution of crowded 
schools, the suggestion doubtless will be 
acted upon.” 


$50,000 More for Teachers. 

A sudden windfall came to the teachers of 
the elementary grades, whose Salaries are 
to be increased at the beginning of the new 
year in an addition of $50,000 to the available 
funds of the board. The money came aa the 
result of a compromise between the board of 
education and the city officials dividing a 
balance of $81.543.88 remaining from the 
Marshall Field inherliance tax. 

[t was agreed that the board should have 
$50,000 and that the city get $31,543.88. It 
was specified by the corporation counsel and 
the board's representatives that the agree- 
ment to divide this sum should not stand as 
a precedem in determining the disposition of 
other inheritance taxes which might be col- 
lected from time to time. 

The board expected to have $200,000 more 
than in former years for the teachers, and the 
new windfall will increase this amount. 

Complaints were made that Migs Harriet 
<** Munsell, a teaclier at the Bugene Field 
school. and several of the pupils gre serious- 
ly ill because the schoolrooms were not kept 
warm enough. Principal Dudley G@. Hays 
said the heating plant was not adequate, 


Honor Memory of Dr. Kohn. 

The following resolution was adopted by 
the board: 

“The board of.education desires to reeord 
its sorrow at the death of its member, Dr. 
Alfred D. Kohn, and its testimony to his 
worth as a man and of the loss which it 
and the community has sustained. 

‘Dr. Kohn, although.in hisyouth removed 
from the necessity which is so often the only 
spur to endeavor, nevertheless set out to de- 
velop and cultivate the large powers which 
had been given to him. To this end he pur- 


sued the full course and was graduated 


from Harvard university in 1891, and later 
took up graduate studies at the University 
of Munich. 

‘Medicine was his chosen profession, and, 
selecting Rush Medical college at Chicago, 
he studied there for three yearg and gradu- 
ated with high honors in 1900. After grad- 
uation he attained mark by his work at the 
Presbyterian hospital and at Rush Medica! 
college, where he gave instruction. 

“But. not satisfied with this, he went to 
Europe to further, perfect himself in his 
chosen profession at the colleges &nd hos- 
pitals of Vienna and Berlin. Returning, he 
entered general practice, and soon impressed 
himself upon the community asa physician 
of the greatest skill. 


Life Work Is Eulogized. 

“At the same time hie former associates 
and instructors, appreciating his worth, 
made him chief of dispensary and inetructor 
at Rush Medical college. So great had his 
reputation become among those qualified to 
judge of his ability and skill that he was, a 
short time before his death, offered a pro- 
fessorship fn his specialty et Northwestern 
university. eee 

is rhiad a brief record of his ife; but there 
should be added to it his work as a member 
of this board, which was of the highest order 
and of the greatest value. He took an in- 
terest in all that pertained to the hygienic 
and moral welfare of our children, and many 
most important suggestions which already 
have ripened into the rules came from him 
and were put into effect by his wise end 
urgent advocacy. 

“The public, while it cannot estimate now 
the value of his work, will continue to be 
benefited by the wise measures which he in- 
stituted for long years to come.

WILL SELL SANITARY BONDS. 


Drainage Trustees to Advertise gain | — 


for New Bids. 


Members of thé clearing house committee 
of the Chicago banks hel@®a meeting yester- 
day and considered the compromise meas- 
ures which have been before the committee 
for some weeks looking toward the conclu- 
sion of an agreement by which the control 
of all the Walsh properties up as collateral 
for loans would’pass to the clearing house 
committee. The committee aisoO has had 
under advisement a similar compromise with 
the Walsh guarantors. 

After the meeting it was officially an- 
nounced that further progress had been made 
and it was believed ‘that in the first. week in 
January the committee would be able to sub- 
mit to all the members of the clearing hotise 
association a form of settlement for the full 
membership to adopt or reject. 

Before the clearing house committee can 
make a final recommendation some further 
negotiation must be had. While on previous 
occasions hopefulness has been expressed 
that the deal could be:closed up with Walsh 
and his guarantors and the property disposed 
of by the banks there is more confidence felt 
at this time over the outlook. 


Drainage District to Sell Bonds. 


The trustees of the sanitary district of Chi- 
cago decided to readvertise for bids for the 
sale of $2,500,000 sanitary district serial 4 
per cent bonds, The bonds will mature serial- 
ly from 1911 to 1929. 

Bids will be reopened on Jan. 10. It is an- 
nounced that the advertisement will not con- 
tain the provision that no bids of less than 
par will be accepted. When the bonds were 
offered for sale a short time ago it was pro- 
vided that no bid under par would be consid- 
ered. Tht principal bidders were under that 
price and no award was made. 


Corn Products Stocks. 


The stocks of the Corn Products Refining 
company continue to hold well. The fact 
that competition sells to 50 per cent of the 
demand has not affected the market price of 
Corn Products Refining shares. This com- 
petition has doubtless prevented a rise, but 
is not operated to set back quotations. 

There may be several reasons for the. 
marked confidence displayed in the securities, 
but it ean be assumed that the large inter- 
ests consider the Argo plant as the mainstay 
of the business of the Corn Products Refin- 
ing company. Constructed along the linés 
of the greatest efficiency and under what 
may be designated as Standard Oil manage- 
ment, the plant at Argo should be the finest 
of its kind extant and should be able to manu- 
facture more cheaply than any other. Its 
first cost will be between $4,000,000 and $5,- 
000,000, and its ultimate cost may be $10,- 
000,000. 

As the plant is being consiructed in so- 
called units, it may be expected that-each 
addition will embody the latest points in 
manufacturing economy, and the plant asa 
whole should give the company an edvan- 
tage in the manufacture of corn products 
that no small] competitor can expect to either 
overcome or equal. When, therefore, the 
Argo plant shall have been completed, it will 
form a kind of bulwark of stability for the 
company owning it. 


Effect of Corn Prices. 

It is conceivable that the price of corn 
some time within the next year or two may 
work much lower. In that event the profits. 
of the Corn Products Refining company will 
correspondingly increase. Thedaily average 
grind runs from 50,000 bu to around 100,000. 
A difference of 1c a bu on a daily grind of 
50.000 bu would be $500 a day, $3,000 a week, 
and $156,000 a year. On a grind of 100,000 
bu a day the difference in cost wouida be 
twice the amount named, or $312,000 a year. 
To carry the point a little farther, suppose 
corn should be 10c cheaper; then on the grind 
of 50,000 bu a day the decreased costs for the 
year would be $1,560,000 and on a daily aver- 
age grind of 100,000 bu the decreased costs 
would be $3,120,000. 

These figures are presented merely to sug- 
gest to shareholders the working basis of 
profits in the manufacture of corn products. 
The price of the finished output will vary, 
but the importance of a few cents a bushel 
difference in the cost of corn is extremely 
large. 

Morgan Still in Railway Deal. 

According to announcement J. P. Morgan 
& Co. are still in the City Railway deal. It 


- 48 reported that firm, together with the First 


Trust and Savings bank and the Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank of Chicago, has underwrit- 
ten the proposed $22,000,000 bonds of the Chi- 
cago City and Connecting Lines company. 

Inquiries concerning the bonds were report- 
ed and it was said they probably would be of- 
fered to the public between 94 and 95. The 
bonds will be a collateral issue and not a 
first mortgage bond, as has been announced. 


Happened in Twenty-five Minutes. 

In the course of twenty-five minutes the 
appended transactions took place in: Rock 
Island common on the New York stock é¢x- 
change last Monday.

SOUTH CHICAGO STEEL CITY 
TO GET MORE FURNACES. 


Iroquois Iron Company Will Spend Two 
Million in Enlarging Its Plant— 
Work for 1,000 Men. 


Seuth Chicago is to have another big in- 
dustr-. The Iroquois Iron company, which 
own: wvlast furnaces at the mouth of the 
Calumet river, has increased its capital to 
$3,000,000, financed a bond ‘issue of a like 
amount, and will immediately begin the con- 
— tion of two more furnaces on its prop- 
erty. 

The capacity of the new furnaces will be 
700 tons of pig iron daily, and, added to its 
present output, the plant will turn out 1,200 
tons a day. 

Officers of the company estimate that at 
least $2,000,000 will be spent, and that the 
enlarged works would give employment to 
1,000 men.
